Jesse Halsey won the %5-mile auto race 
Thursday afternoon, finishing the course in 
58 minut@s and 55 seconds. 

Harry Turner was second, his time being 
65:40. 

Dute Cabanne was third, in 74:44. 

Cabanne was delayed by an accident to 
his steam connection, which stopped him 
for 22 minutes. Deducting this lost time, 
his record was the best made. 

Cabanne immediately arranged a match 
with Halsey for next Thursday, at $250 a 
side. 


The prize is a purse of $750 made up by the 
contestants depositing 6250. 

Two hundred avtomobile enthusiasts from 
St. Louls saw the start. 

The course was over the hills to Man- 
chester and back to the junction of the 
North and South road and ‘Clayton, a dis- 
tance all told of 35 miles. 

The three entries were ‘‘Dute’’ Cabanne 
in a 12-horse power machine, Jesse Halsey 
fh a six-horse power vehicle and Harry 
Turner in an auto with eight-horse power.

RUSE WON HIS CONFIDENCE 


Archibald V. Freeman, wanted in Menom- 
inee, Mich., on charges of forgery and 
jumping a bond for $8500, passed through 
St. Louis Thursday morning in charge of 
a Michigan sheriff and an operative of the 
Pinkerton Detective Agency. 

Sheriff Stiles stated that his prisoner 
would be placed on trial immediately ttpon 
his arrival in Menominee, where a special 
session of the criminal court had been 
called in anticipation of Freeman's return. 

The story of this fugitive’s capture re- 
veals strikingly the methods of modern 
sleuths in apprehending offenders against 
the law. 

In 1897 Freeman was the agent in Me- 
nominee for a Chicago limber firm. The 
company found his accounts short to the 
amount of $30,000 and he was discharged. 

Freeman went to Fortland, Ore., and 
while there the lumber concern, after in- 
vestigating his books, determined to arrest 
him on a charge of forgery. 

The specific accusation was having ut- 
tered a false note for $6000 to cover the_al- 
leged inspection of lumber. 

Freeman could not be found in Oregon, 
but after a long search Sheriff Stiles lo- 
cated him in Chicago, lHving under the 
name of John Peterson. His bond in 
Menominee was fixed at $8500. 

He left Michigan before his case came ‘to 
trial, and the Pinkerton agency was in- 
structed to find him. The Chicago agency 
traced -him to S8t. Louis, where the trail 
was taken up by local operatives. 

Supt. Murphy detailed Detective Schu- 
macher on the case. Through several de- 
scriptions and photographs it was learned 
that Freeman passed into Mexico over a 
road out of St. Isouls. On the border his 
destination was fixed at Orizaba, Mexico. 


Was Living Under 
An Assumed Name. 

Schumacher found Freeman at the Hotel 
de France, living under the name of E. A. 
Norton. The detective represented himself 
‘to bea fugitive from justice, and won the 
Michigan man's friendship and confidence. 
Freeman had lost heavily at the gaming 
tables and told his new friend that he was 
compelled to go to Vera Cruz to raise some 
money. This was ecommunicated to the lo- 
cal office, who in turn notified the Michi- 
gan authorities. Prosecuting Attorney Mills 
of Menominee went to Washington with the 
governor's warrant for extradition papers 
and @ request that the Mexican government

Associate City Counselor William F. 
Woerner, to whom the railroad committee 
of the Council delegated the task of pre- 
paring a new blanket ordinance covering 
the operation of street railways in ac- 
cordance with the special message of Mayor 
Wells on the subject last January, has com- 
pleted the compilation of the hundreds of 
street railway ordinances now in existence. 

It remains for him to incorporate all of 
them into the new general ordinance, to- 
gether with the express provisions for the 
opera.tion of more cars at shorter intervals 
as suggested by Mayor Wells. 

Mr. Woerner is kept so busy attending 
to the manifold duties of his office that the 
law department is not yet ready to an- 
nounce how soon it will have the new or- 
dinancs ready for the Council committee. 

Mayor Wells stated to the Post-Dispatch 
Thursday morning that his position with 
reference to street railway service is the 
same now as when he sent the special mes- 
sage to the Council. 

“T am waiting for the law department 
to get the new ordinance in shape,”’ he said. 
“Its officials are kept busy, but they are 
working on it as fast as possible. The 
preparation of the new ordinance involves 
ecnsiderablo work. I am satisfied that the 
matter is being handled as rapidly as possi- 
ble. I have no intention of sending another 
message to the assembly on the subject. I 
see no need of it. 

“IT will probably ‘talk the matter over 
informally with some of the members of the 
Council. hut I have no intention of taking 
any formal action in the matter.”

Corps of Sepoys From India Arrive at

LATHROP, Mo., April 10.—Scores of 
telegrams were received here yesterday 
and today from senators and representa- |

Copies of the Post-Dispatch containing 
ment of the camp have been mailed to 
every Missourl Congressman. 


Telegrams were sent from S8t. Joseph 
and other places to Congressman Dougher- 
ty of this district, Congressman Cochran 
of the Fourth district, Senators Vest and 
Cockrell, and Senator Deitrich of Nebras- 
ka, Informing them that the British army 
is maintaining such a camp at Lathrop, 
and asking them to push an investigation 
by Congress. 

From an almost: unknown Missouri town, 
Lathrop has suddenly acquired a promin- 
ence in the world’s news that it nevei 
dreamed of. Many representatives of met- 
ropolitan newspapers have been in. La- 
throp within the past two days, and the 
British officers, who would not talk at first, 
are trow exerting themselves’ to explain

The present contention of the British of- 
ficers here that they exercise no supervision 
of the horse and mule business at Lathrop 
and in no way control ‘it is contradicted 
by Maj. Moore’s contribution to a pamphlet 
issued by the business men of the town a 
short time ago. In this pamphlet ..Maj. 
Moore writes: 
‘The Boer war has caused a market for 
horses and mules in many parts of the 
world. In the United, States of America, 
in South America, Hungary, Spain, Can- 
ada, Australia, England, Scotland, Ireland 
and elsewhere. officers of the remount de- 
partment 6f the British army are hard 
at work purchasing and dispatching to 
South Africa as requirements necessitate.

Insect, Combining Destructive Quali- 

ties of Mole and Cricket, Rav- 
ages Fruits and Other 
Vegetation.

HARRISBURG, Pa., April 10.~" the ag- 
ricuiture of Porto Kico will take lowest 
rank of the possersions under the contrui 
of the United States for many years. The 
introduction, however, of American ma- 
chinery and American methods is already 
visibie and must each year make a better 
showing.”’ 

This statement was made by Col. 
Thomas J. Edge, former secre.ary of agri- 
culture in Pennsylvania, and for a quar- 


ter of a century secretary of the siate 
board of agriculture. Col. Euge has just 
returned trom a visit to Porto Hico and 
Cuba, made for the purpose of s.udying 
their agricultural possibjiities. 

“yhe tarming impiements used in Porto 
Rico are Of we most primitive construc- 
tion, and oxen are the oniy means of 
freighi and heavy draft along the pubiic 
higuways,’’ continued Col. kdge. “it is 
true that they are large and we.l-formeu 
and usually are quite rapid for animals of 
their class. But the manner in which tney 
are attached to their loaas and to farm 
implements indicate .hat much power 1s 
jost and that there is a grand work foc 
the Society for tne Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animais on the island. 

“Oranges grow wild in all portions of the 
island and are of good sizes and excellent 
quality, but may be greatty improved by 
buds trom ee navel oranges of Fiorida and 
California. Steps in this direction have al- 
ready been “taken by several companies 
growing trees for sale, and the eiftect will 
soon be visible in the improved fruit which 
will be shipped north. 

“The production of early tomatoes, and 
of early fruit generally; has not thus far 
proven profitable, mainly on account of 
the ravages of the ‘changer,’ a species of 
mole-cricket, which cuts the tops during 
the night and devours the roots during 
the daytime, combining the damaging 
powers of both the mole and the cricket. 
Thus far. no check has been found for 
the insect, but the indications are that 
thorough and frequent cultization will+be 
found to véry much decrease its destructive 
qualities. In a number of cases 70 per cent 
of the tomato plants have been destroyed 
in 24 hours, thus turning a possible. profit 
into a positive loss, 

“Two crops of potatoes can readily be 
produced in a season, although they have 
not thus far proven profitable on account 
of the changer. The indications are 

that at some ‘time in the future Porto 
Rico will compete with Bermuda in the 
production of early potatoes for northern 
eae Wheat and other ains are 
not cuitivated at all, and the flour used 
is imported at great cost. It is said the soil 
and climate are not suitable for grain pro- 
_duction—the truth is that, under Spanish 
' rule, the natives were discouraged from 
producing anything that the parent country 
could furnish at a profit. Hence fruits were 
roduced for shipment, and -were paid for 
‘vy flour_exporte from other countries. 
“This Spanish policy of compelling the

Gov. Gardener Says the Army 
Is Hostile to Civil Gov- 


ernment, 


SOLDIERS TORTURE NATIVES 


MILITARY POLICY IS TO TREAT 
ALL FILIPINOS AS ENEMIES. 


Harsh Treatment, Says the Governor, 
Has Eradicated the Friendly At- 
titude Once Shown by the 
People to Americans. 


WASHINGTON, April 1°.—When the #en- 
ate committe® on the Philippines met today 
Senator _Lodge. chaliman of the committee, 
laid before the committee the report of Maj. 
Cornelius Gardener, civil governor of the 
Philippine province of Tayabas, to which 
reference was made by Gen. Miles in his 


eorresponderice with Secretary Roct. This 
repoct had been withhcid. and this caused 
the adoption of a resolution at the jast 
meeting of the coinmiltees, requesting the 
secretary of war to send the report to the 
committee. 

The repert is dated Dec. 16. 1991. 
Gov. Gardener wer in le nghty 
has heen done, and then recommends that 
the operations " ental the insurgents 
should be by a force of natives. He has 
traveled all over the province with no other 
esco"t than natives. 

In another recommendation he‘says: “As 
civil governor, I feel it my ditty to say that 
it is my firm corviction that the United 
States troops should at the earliest opportu- 
nity be concentrated in one or two garri- 
sons, if it is thoueht desirable that the 
good sentiment and loyalty that formerly 
existed to the United States among the 
peopic of this province should be conserved 
and encouraged. 

Enemies Made 
of All Natives. 

“Being in close touch with the people, 
having visited all the pueblos one or more 
times, having lived with them in their 
homes, I know that such a sentiment once 
existed. 

“Of late, by reason of: the conduct of the 
troops such as the extensive burning of the 
barrieos, in trying to lay waste to the 
country, so that the insurgents cannot oc- 
cupy it, the tor:.uring of raiives by £o0-called 
water-cure and other methods, in order tu 
obtain information, the harsh treatment of 
natives generally, and the failure of inex- 
perienced lately appointed lieutenants com- 
manding posts to distinguish between those 
who are friendly and those unfriendly ard 
to treat every native as if he were, whether 
or no, an insurrecto at heart. this favorable 
eentiment above referred to is being fast 
destroyed and a deep hatred toward us en- 
rendered. If these things need be done they 
had test be done by native troops, so that 
the people of the United States wiil not be 
credited therewith. 


Sowing Seed of ¢ 

Perpetual War. 

“Almost withcut exception, sold'ers. and 
also many officers, refer to natives in thcir 
presence as ‘niggers.’ and na-ives are be- 
ginning to understand what the word ‘nig- 
ger’ means. 

“The course now being pursued in this 


province ana in the provinces of Batanga 
Laguna and Samar is, in my opinion, sow- 
ing seeds for a verpetual revolution against 
us hereafter when a good opportunity of- 
fers. .Under present conditions the ite 
ical situa lon in this province is flowy 
retrograding, and the American sentiment 
is decreasing, and we are daily making 
permanent enemies. 

“In the course above referred to, 


and in it 
detall what 


troops 

prop- 
erty of those natives who are insurgents or 
insurgenm ympathizers, and the propery 
of those who heretofore have risked their 
‘ives by being loyal to the United States 
and giving us information against their 
countrymen in arms. Often every house 
in a barrio Is butned. 

“In my opinion the small/ number of ir- 
reconcillable insurgents still in arms, al- 
though admittedly difficult to catch. does 
not justify the means employed, especially 
when taking into consideration the suffer- 
ing that must be undergone by the inno- 
cent and its effect upon the relations with 
these people. 

“The work of the Philippine commission 
and the lawae that have been enacted by 
it are evervwho-re favorably commented on 
hy the natives. The efforts being made 
for the genera] education of the people are 
appreciated by all. The provincial gov- 
ernment and the municipal governments 
established are slowly bring!ine order out 
of chaos and anarchy, and, there begins 
to be visible everywhere in this province 
progress and prosperity. True lovalty and 
contentment can onuly come under a be- 
nign civil government. 


Army Hostile to 
Civil Government. 

“The attitude of the army, thereby mean- 
ing most of its officers and soidiers, is, 
however, decidedly hostile to the provin- 
cial and municipal government in this pro- 
vince, and to civil government in these is- 
lands in general. 

“In Manila especially, it is intensely so, 
even among the higher officers. The work 


of the commission in the establishment of 
provincial governments is ridiculed even in 
presence of the natives. It is openly stated 
that the army should remain in charge 
of the next twenty years. 

‘Outrages committed by soldiers against 
natives in an organized municipality and 
province, when reported by the President 
or governor, to the military author ties, are 
often not punished. This, in my opinion, ' 
is unfortunate, because loyal natives be- 
gin to fear that the local self-government 
promised them, will not last long and that 
any slight disturbance in a province mav at 
any iime be made the pretext to again place 
it under military rule, and this is- just 
a thing the insurgents at heart most de- 
sire, 

“It has been stated that a Filipino or an 
Oriental does not appreciate just or kindly 
treatment, and that he considers it an evi- 
dence of weakness, and. that severe and 
harsh measures are the only ones «hat are 

ermanently effective with Filipinos. I 

ave found that just and kind treatment, 
uniform and continued, is the only way by 
which these people can become our friends 
and satisfied with United States sover- 
eignty.

“Having been stationed six years on the 
Rio Grande, I am well acquainted with the 


natives of the State of Tamaulipas, Mexico, 
and while stationed in the province of Santa 
Clara, Cuba, I visited every town in that 
rovinee and was able to observe the intel- 
igence and education there. I believe 
that the neople of Tayabas province are in 
every way superior in education, intelli- 
gence, morals and civilization to the people 
of Tamauli or Santa Clara.

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CUBAN TOBACCO UNDER COVER 


Experiments Will Be Made at Produc- 
ing the Real Article in This 
Country. 


LANCASTER, Pa., April 10.—The experi- 
ment of growing Cuban and Sumatra to- 
bacco under cover will. be tried in this 


country during the summer. 

A meeting of the leading tobacco men of 
the country with Dr. William Frear of the 
State College was held here last week, when 
preliminary steps in the matter were taken. 
Dr. Frear said the state agricultural depart- 
ment is willing to make the experiment in 


this country, but he wil have to have the 
help of the local Rone top in making it a 
success. Certain ds of soil will be re- 
uired for the experiment, and as soon as 
this can be found the work will be begun. 
Prof. Milton Whitney of the division of 
soils of the agricultural departmen at 
Washington was in this city last week look- 
ing .at the Cuban tobacco that was raised 
py the government in this country last sum-

The protest of the St. Louls Manufacturers’ Association against 
the suggested establishing of a chair or carriage factory in the 
Missouri penitentiary is well taken.

BASS DRUMMER IS IT. 


“In organizing a.band from the raw ma- 
terial, the instructor has to consider each 
member's natura] qualifications. All want 
to play the B-flat cornet, but not every- 
body has the embouchere, the lip for it, 
and it is better to be a good man on some 
less prominent horn than to be a failure 
in a leading part. There is an instrument 
for every kind of lip, and if wofst comes 
to worst there !s the alto horn. I believe 
I could play the aito horn myself with a 
little practice. 

“Perhaps the most important thing for 
the instructor to bear in mind for the 
first few months is: Make much of the bass 
d4rummer. All the other players have tuo 
be taught how to make a tone, how to 
play the scales, how to do the simplest 


‘things in music, but the bass drum has no 


particular pitch, though it is always writ- 
ten on C, second line of the bass clef, and 
all the technique necessary is to hit the 


‘batter head not in the middle, but about a

VETERANS DO NOT 


WANT TO MEET HERE 


PREFER LOUISVILLE IF FAIR IS 
TO BE POSTPONED. 


ASK OFFICIAL INFORMATION 


Encampment of United Confederate 
Veterans’ Association May Not 
Be Held in St. Louis. 


That the continued discussion relative to 
postponing the Louisiana Purchase Expo- 
sition from 1903 to 1904 or 19% is receiving 
serious consideration abroad is evidenced by 
the movement in the United Confederate 
Veterans’ Association to reconsider the de- 
cision to hold the national encampment 
here next year. 

Former Governor John Young Brown of 
Kentucky, commanding the Bluegrass di- 
vision of the Confederate veterans, has 
written to the city from Louisville asking 
for Missouri's support tq change the 1903 
meeting place from St. Louis to Louis- 
ville. 

The veterans meet in Dallas the last week 
in April, and from several sources the local 
camps have received unofficial intima- 
tion that St. Louls would not see the next 
national gethering. 

Gov. Brown wrote three days ago asking 
positive official assurance from S8t. Louis 
that the Fair would open in 1903. 

This he has not received, and it was 
stated Thursday at headquarters for the 
Eastern Brigade of Missouri that no offi- 
cer was in a position to reply to the Ken- 
tuckian’s request. 

“Gen. Brown has asked our support for 
Louisville if we cannot give the veterans 
the assurance they asked,”’ was stated to 
the Post-Dispatch. ‘‘We éan learn nothing, 
so I have no doubt Missouri will vote for 
the change. 

“The Kentucky delegation is to pass 
through St. Louls en route to Dallas, and 
this matter will be finally determined then. 

“If the fair is to be postponed St. Louis 
would prefer the date be changed, for that 
encampment will mean the largest in the 
history of the organization. Between 0,000 
and 70,000 Confederate veterans should ai- 
tend.””
